Parkin son ’s d isease is prin cipal­ 
ly a d isord er of the later years of 
life though there is on e form which

For its own sake an d to avoid 
clashing with the n ew law, the n a­ 
tion ’s powerful labor fed eration 
has taken the startlin g an d un ­ 
preced en ted move of callin g a spe­ 
cial n ation al con ven tion in the n ext 
six or eight mon ths to make peace 
amon g the feud in g un ion s. 
That's a jet hop forward but 
what happen ed to the d rive on the 
mobs? Or d id all that exercise two 
years ago leave some of the boys 
muscle-boun d ?

As a gen eral rule, the shakin g 
starts in on e han d , an d the other 
may n ot tremble for mon ths or 
years an d may n ever become as 
bad as the on e in which it started . 


THE CAUSE of Parkin son 's d is­ 
ease of age (in con trast to that 
which follows brain fever) is n ot 
en tirely un d erstood . Apparen tly a 
portion of the brain is d amaged , 
but the thin kin g processes d o n ot 
seem much harmed . 
Some hard en in g of particul a r 
blood vessels is -the most likely 
explan ation for the d evelopmen t of 
Parkin son ’s d isease. 
Shakin g palsy is more common 
amon g men than women . It ten d s 
to start slowly, though sometimes 
the symptoms d evelop sud d en ly 
after a men tal or physical shock. 
The physician is helped in mak­ 
in g a d iagn osis by a lack of ex­ 
pressiven ess in the patien t’s face 
an d by the way he walks. 


THERE IS so far n o sure, com­ 
plete cure, but there are (fan gs 
available which, together with sat­ 
isfactory atten tion to the gen eral 
health, will relieve man y of the 
symptoms an d make life n ot at 
all un bearable. 
In creased atten tion is also bein g 
given to the psychological ap­ 
proach. It has been stated that the 
patien t can d o virtually an ythin g 
he wishes if he con cen trates on it. 
Surgical method s of treatmen t have 
also been d evised . 
The most recen t d evelopmen t, 
offerin g promise for the future, is 
the establishmen t of a brain han ir 
by the Parkin son ’s Disease Foun ­ 
d ation (125 East 50th St., New 
York, N.Y.) d esign ed to make 
available the brain s of d eceased 
sufferers from this d isease to in ­ 
tern ation ally ren own ed n eurologists 
an d other experts for scien tific re­ 
search projects.

Are Disco vered 
By Dr. Glueck 
CINCINNATI (AP)—Dr. Nelson 
Glueck of Cin cin n ati, who spen d s 
his summers explorin g Israel's 
Negev d esert wastelan d , says he 
n as foun d what appear to be the 
"motels" of 4,000 years ago. 
Dr. Glueck, presid en t of He­ 
brew College-Jewish In stitute of 
Religion here, said he has tracked 
d own old camp sites on what may 
have been a major east-west 
trad e route across the Negev. 
He con ten d s, after makin g ar­ 
chaeological 
stud ies 
in 
recen t 
years, that the Negev on ce flour 
ished with cities, farms, forests 
an d a busy civilized life. 
He said the camp sites were 
probably built by busin essmen of 
the time an d operated somewhat 
like molern motels, chargin g ren t 
to passin g caravan s. 
Some archaeologists suggest the 
route was importan t on ly in the 
16th an d 17th cen turies. It win d s 
55 miles in to presen t d ay Jord an 
an d join s the an cien t Kin g's High­ 
way, believed to be the route used 
by the Biblical Israelites in their 
flight out of Egypt. 
Dr. G]ueck said on e camp site, 
coverin g about 12 acres, had house 
foun d ation s with courtyard s for 
livestock that traveled with cara­ 
van s. The sites had what appeared 
to be terrace walls to capture rain . 
He said , "hun d red s of people 
camped here at on e time. From 
pottery fragmen ts we foun d in the 
area, we can d ate the site back to 
the period of Abraham, some 4,000 
years ago. Apparen tly the site was 
reoccupied 3,000 years ago."

Secrets o f a Red Reviewing Stond 


Who, besides Nikita Khrushchev, will be 
standing next to Mao Tse-tung Thursday when 
Communist China's officialdom g athers to 
watch the big Peiping parade celebrating 
the 10th anniversary of the Red reg ime? 
That is typical of the questions passing 
between old China hands as indications of 
a new purg e revive the interesting —-and 
sometimes g rim—Western g ame of trying to 
fig ure out what really is g oing on behind 
the Bamboo Curtain. 
The purg e beg an to be suspected when 
dispatches reported some new shuffling 
among the Chinese hierarchy in the waka of 
admissions that previous production reports 
had beta wildly exag g erated. 
The most thoug ht-provoking chang e was 
the replacement of Marshal Peng Teh-huai 
as defense minister. He was a principal 
;er at |pst year's October 1 observance. 
je said: 
< 
‘‘Tpbere’ is every reason to believe that 
w it^ about three years the people of our 
country will be able to enjoy a happy life 


of abundance, and the backwardness and 
poverty broug ht about by thousands of years 
of reactionary rule will exist only in 
memory.” 
___ 
Less than a year later, his words were 
shown by his own colleag ues to be mere 
propag anda. They reported, after a secret 
conference in Aug ust, that the output of 
usable steel, backbone of the new "prog ress 
plan,” had fallen more than three million 
tons short of claims in 1958. As a result, the 
1959 g oal was trimmed by six million tons. 
Coupled with the obvious slowdown in the 
communes prog ram, the production report 
stuck pins in the balloon of Mao’s boasts 
that Red China had found the mag ic antidote 
for economic immaturity. 
So the experts will be watching for clues 
at Thursday’s fete to whether Peng is g et­ 
ting the full-blown oblivion treatment or mere­ 
ly being down-g raded from an exalted post. 
But whoever happens to be present, it 
would be equally interesting to know what 
Nikita Khrushchev will be telling production* 
worried Mao about what he saw in America. 


Mr. Bohlen Returns to Washington 


Americans should be pleased that Ambas­ 
sador Charles E. Bohlen finally has been 
g iven the job he should have—special assist­ 
ant on Soviet affairs to the secretary of state. 
They should also g ive tame serious thoug ht 
to the maneuvèring that it took to g et him 
there. It spotlig hts the short-sig hted political 
plays that sometimes overshadow our best 
democratic ideals. 
Mr. Bohlen’s authoritative knowledg e of the 
Soviet Union, its people pnd its rulers is 
second to none in the United States foreig n 
service. His working relationship with the 
Kremlin when he was ambassador to Mos­ 
cow showed that he knows how and when to 
talk bacc to the Russians as well as to talk 
with them. 
Yet, because of personal vindictiveness 
among some members of Cong ress, the 
United States has been deprived of Mr. 
Bohlen’s most valuable services lor more 
than two years while he sat out virtual exile 
as ambassador to Manila, a relatively minor 
post almost totally divorced from the reg ion 
of the world he knows best. 
Even when Secretary Herter, backed up 
by President Eisenhower, felt that the shift- 


ing tides in Soviet-American relations de­ 
manded Mr. Bohlen’s presence in Washing­ 
ton, it was necessary to arrang e the ap­ 
pointment in such a way that Senate approval 
could be skirted. And the way had to bo 
paved with a couple of months of "rumors” 
and "reports” that the chang e was in the 
offing . 
This sort of thing is not only an injustice 
to an individual in a land where the dig nity of 
the individual is a basic tenet. It is a dis­ 
service to the nation itself, g ripped as it is in 
a long -rang e, complicated battle for survival 
of all its basic tenets. 
It is common knowledg e that, on the other 
side, the Kremlin devotes considerable money 
and energ y to developing experts on United 
States affairs for key positions in the Cold 
War battle. How foolish of the United States 
to deprive itself of an available expert on 
Russia because of the blind antag onism of a 
few headline-bunting politicians! 
It is fortunate that the administration has 
found a way to correct the Bohlen situation 
at his critical point in our dealing s with 
Russia. 
It is unfortunate that the situation ever 
arose. 


New Twist In Red Propaganda 


One sidelig ht of the Khrushchev visit to file 
United States that is both interesting and 
alarming concerns the reports the Rushan 
people received of their leader’s J aunt The 
Kremlin propag andists appear to be turning 
to more subtle methods than they have 
Used before. 
j It was pleasing to hear that on the day 
<Mr. Khrushchev flew to Washing ton the 
Soviet stopped jamming Voice of America 
broadcasts for the first time in 10 years. The 
Voice descriptions of the Red leader’s ar­ 
rival were g etting throug h loud and clear. 
But any hopes for objective accounts be­ 
hind the Iron Curtain were soon dashed by 
reports that the Communist press and radio 
were crediting the premier with a far warm­ 
er reception from the mass of American peo­ 
ple than he actually g ot. 
The fact that the Communist bosses al­ 
lowed two diverg ent accounts to reach their 
people seems puzzling at first g lance. But 
deeper analysis reveals the possibility of a 
cunning strateg y desig ned to use the Voice 
of America broadcasts as well as g overn­ 
ment-controlled media for their propag anda 
purposes. 
The Voice reports are something new to 
the Russians. Considering their carefully nur­ 
tured suspicion of anything 
American, it 
would be reasonable to asume that, faced 
with differing accounts of the same event, 
they would tend to accept the news sources 
with which they are most familiar. 
If that were the case, it is easy to see that 
their conclusion would be that the United 
States, through its official voice, was trying to 
create the impression that Americans are 
cool to the Communist leader whereas actual­ 
ly the people of America are g reeting him 
with open arms. 
This interpretation, in turn, could serve to 
confirm the old Red propag anda line that 
the ’enslaved” Ameican people really want 
peace but Wall Street’s warmong ers don’t 
let them have it

“ chance” on letting the Voice of America 
come throug h. 
And it must be admitted that the two- 
account propag anda strateg y on the Khrush­ 
chev journey was exceeding ly shrewd.

mass of fig ures which look over­ 
whelming ly complex, his formal 
statement released throug h the 
White House last Wednesday "was 
not widely printed. 


MAURICE H. STANS, who, as 
director of the budg et, is charg ed 
by law wkh keeping the g overn­ 
ment’s books on receipts and ex­ 
penses, writes: 
"Contradictory statements con­ 
cerning the effect of cong ressional 
action on the President’s budg et 
occur many times because such 
analyses are not developed on 
bases which are truly comparable. 
‘The budg et recommended by 
the President for the fiscal year 
1960 indicated receipts from pres­ 
ent and requested taxes of 77.1 
billion dollars and expenditures of 
approminately 77 billion. 
"These fig ures determine the ex­ 
tent by which the budg et to b alr 
anced when submitted. 
"A second set of fig ures in the 
President’s budg et document con­ 
sists of his requests for appropria­ 
tions or other authority to spend 
for both the coming year and fu­ 
ture years as well. 
"It to inaccurate to assume that 
actions 
o n 
appropriation 
bills 
necessarily have an equivalent ef­ 
fect on expenditures for the bud­ 
g et year. 
“ Thus, any implication that con­ 
g ressional reductions in the Presi­ 
dent’s appropratoo requests nec- 
essarly affects in direct propor­ 
tion the balanced budg et for 1960 
in misleading . Because the con­ 
g ressional reductions of appropria­ 
tions for 1960 were mailny in long 
lead-time items, the effect on 1960 
expenditures is small.” 
THEN WHAT DID Cong ress real­ 
ly do to the nation’s finances for 
the fiscal year 1960 and the years 
ahead? 
Mr. Stans refers pointedly to the 


statements issued by the Dem- 
cratic leaders in Cong ress. He 
says: 
“ Tables inserted in the “ Con­ 
g ressional Record” assert that the 
Cong ress reduced the President’s 
appropriation requests by 1J 81 
mUUon dollars and reduced his re­ 
quests for new spending authority 
outside the appropriation process- 
so-called "backdoor” financing — 
by nearly 700 million, for a total 
reduction of 2% billion. These ta­ 
bles do not recog nize the following 
modifying factors: 
“ 1. Fig ures indicating appropria­ 
tion reductions including 848 mil­ 
lion which are actually postpone­ 
ments to another year or reduc­ 
tions fwhich will have to be restor­ 
ed on uncontrollable items. 
“ 2. On a comparable basis con­ 
g ressional action on new oblig a- 
tional authority outside the ap­ 
propriation process actually added 
231 million beyond the President’s 
request—so-called “ backdoor” fi­ 
nancing —and 
other 
leg islation 
authorizes or commits the federal 
g overnment to expenditures of 12,- 
358 million, not including the food 
stamp prog ram which was author­ 
ized on a non-mandatory basis for 
a two-year period at an estimated 
cost of 220 million. 
"3. These tables do not list cer­ 
tain revenue proposals recom­ 
mended in the President’s budg et 
but not enacted by the Cong ress, 
which would have reduced net ex­ 
penditures over a full year by a 
total of 540 million.” 
SO WHAT DOES it all add up to? 
The director of the budg et tells 
the American people the sad facts 
—namely, that cong ressional ac­ 
tion not only increased net ex­ 
penditures in 1960 by 597 millitn 
over the budg et but added 11% 
billion more.in spending for the 
years after fiscal 1960. 
There were, to be sure, appropri­ 
ation items amounting to about 
1.9 billion which were cut by Con­ 
g ress out of the 1960 budg et asked 
for by the President but nearly 
half of this amount—848 million— 
was merely postponed and will re­ 
quire “ later restoration,” as Mr. 
Stans describes it 
Cong ress, on the other band, 
passed its own “ park barrel” leg ­ 
islation adding 751 million of fu­ 
ture commitments for “ public 
works’’—enacting it over the Presi­ 
dent’s veto. 
There were some proposals by 
the President for spending in future 
years which were reduced by about 
one billion but, all in all. Con­ 
g ress saddled the country with a 
bill of 11% billion for future spend­ 
ing which the President didn’t 
recommend. 
It to this kind of reckless use 
of the appropriation process that 
threatens the stability of the Amer­ 
ican dollar in future years. 
How many people, outside fi­ 
nancial circles, will g et the point? 
They’ll g et it in later years per­ 
haps when the dollar declines still 
further. The saboteurs of 1959, 
however, will by that time have 
been forg otten.

The appointment of Charles E. 
Bohlen as a chief adviser on U.S.- 
Soviet relations to producing a 
marked improvement in Secretary 
of State Christian Herter’s posi­ 
tion among career State Depart­ 
ment officers and Senate Demo­ 
crats. 
If this means that Bohlen will 
sit at President Eisenhower’s el­ 
bow during his visit to Russia, as 
he did with Presidents Rooeevelt 
at Tehran and Yalta and Turnan 
at Potsdam, the presidential hand 
should be materially streng thened. 
Bohlen, of all American officials, 
has the g reatest experience in 
dealing with the Russians. From 
1934 to 1967 he spent most of his 
time either in the U.S. Embassy 
at Moscow, on the Soviet desk in 
the State Department or as ad­ 
viser and inteipreter for American 
officials in neg otiation with the 
KumUm . 


AS BUNT BELIEVE, it is this 
backg round of service under Dem­ 
ocrats that caused Bohlen’s ban­ 
ishment to ambassadorship at Ma­ 
nila two years ag o. His “ exile,” 
it to thoug ht, occurred at the peak 
of his usefulness as an American- 
Russian intermediary. 
Two months aft« * President El­ 
senhower entered the White House 
In 1953, Generalissimo Stalin died. 
With the U.S. without an ambas­ 
sador to Russia, due to Soviet de­ 
nunciation of Georg e F. Kennan, 
the last Truman appointee, Eisen­ 
hower hastened to nominate Boh­ 
len for that post 
The appointment, however, ran 
Into serious trouble in the U.S. 
Senate. 
That Bohlen survived this Senate 
onslaug ht was due mainly to the 
strong support be received from 
Sen. Robert A. Taft, 
who was 
picked by the Republican majority 
to inspect Bohlen’s record as se­ 
cretly compiled by the Federal Bu­ 
reau of Investig ation. 
Taft’s job was to g o behind the 
endorsement of Bohlen by Secre­ 
tary of State Dulles, based on a 
summary of testimony collected 
by the FBI, by soliciting the ad­ 
vice of FBI Director J . Edg ar 
Hoover. 


TAFT SAID Hoover himself su­ 
pervised the invetig ation. 
Evidence classified as “ dirog fe 


tory to Bohlen,” Taft said, con­ 
sisted of "statements of persons 
who disag ree with Mr. Bohlen’s 
principles with respect to foreig n 
policy,” 
-Taft’s testimony was convincing , 
as indicated by the Senate’s con­ 
firmation of Bohlen, 74 to 13. 
There was another Senate flury 
four years later (March 24, 1957) 
when Bohlen was shifted to the 
Phillippines. 
Many people wondered why this 
man, known as the nation’s g reat­ 
est expert on Russia, should be 
shipped as far as possible from 
that country. 
Recently there had been reports 
that Bholen was about to accept 
retirement from the diplomatic 
service, a ag e 55, due to lack of 
opportunity to serve in the capa­ 
cities for which he was best fitted. 
There to no doubt that Herter 
was the one who stepped in to 
save Bohlen. With the crucial ne­ 
g otiation with Russia coming up, 
Herter sold President Eisenhower 
on the idea that Bohlen’s peculiar 
qualifications should be utilized. 
That project to being carried out 
despite 
continuing opposition by 
the two senior Republican sena­ 
tors, Styles Bridg es of New Hamp­ 
shire and Everett M. Dirksen of 
Illinois.

Sail Bank Regulations Eased 
With the deadline nearing fRor 
farmers who are interested in the 
1960 Conservation Reserve, Chair­ 
man L. L. Moff of the Mahoning 
County ASC Committee today an­ 
nounced two changes in soil Bank 
regulations that should make more 
farmers eligib le to participate. 
One change affects situations 
where a tenant leaves the farm 
voluntarily and the owner takes 
over the operation. The other cov­ 
ers situations where land has b een 
lost for pub lic use under eminent 
domain procedures. 
Unde the program as originally 
announced for I960, a farm which 
was operated wholly or partially 
b y a tenant or sharecropper in 
1858 or 1959 could not b e placed 
in the Conservation Reserve next 
year unless a tenant or share­ 
cropper was designated to share 
in the annual rental payment The 
purpose of this provision was to 
protect tenants against b eing forc­ 
ed off Soil Bqpk farms. 
The new provision permits a con. 
tract with a land owner where a 
tenant leaves the farm voluntarily 
and the owner finds it necessary 
to take over the operation. In such 
a case, a Conservation Reserve 
contract for non-tenant operation 
may b e entered into for 1960 pro­ 
vided it can b e estab lished def- 
intely that the tenant left the 
farm of his own accord. This may 
b e proved either through a state­ 
ment signed b y the tenant or share 
cropper or, if he is not availab le, 


through statements signed b y three 
disinterested persons who know 
the situation. 
The 
other newly 
announced 
change provides an exception to 
the general rule that land pur­ 
chased since Dec. 31, 1956, is not 
eligib le for the onservation Re­ 
serve. Under the new rule, a 
farmer who has lost land through 
eminent domain since 1956 and 
has b ought replacement land can 
place this new land in the 1960 
Conservation Reserve, sub ject to 
certain limitations. 
Any farmer who was inelgib le 
under former rules b ut is now 
eligib le for a 1960 contract still 
has until Oct. 9, 1959 to request 
his county ASC office to set a 
b asic annual rate for his farm.

hadn’t done so poorly since the 
9-5 sev enth-place finish of 1925. 
On the heels of the defeat, the 
club announced that Casey Sten­ 
g el, who has won nine pennants 
in ll tries with the Yankees, will 
complete his two-y ear contract, 
which ends after nex t season.
